STATE NEARS END 
OF CASE AGAINST 
IENKINS IN THEFT 
OF UNIONS FUNDS 


Laborers’ International 
Representative Back on 
Stand—Tells of Finding 


Money in Possession of 
Officers. 


Presentation of the State’s case 
against Earl Jenkins, former busi- 
ness agent of the Hodcarriers’, 
Building and Common Laborers’ 
Union, neared its close today, the 
tenth day of the trial. Jenkins, 
together with Edward Hill, former 
union president, Orville Golden, 
former secretary-treasurer, and 
Paul H. Hulahan, former - business 
agent, is accused of embezzling 
and secreting $151,355 in union 
funds. He is the first of the four 
to stand trial. 

Circuit Judge Charles B. Wilk 
liams, ruling ‘yesterday afternoon 
on a defense objection to the in 
troduction of a statement made 
by Golden, admitting embezzlement 
of about $6000, said the State’s 
evidence had tended to show a con- 
spiracy. On this ground he ad- 
mitted the statement. The indict- 
ment charges that the embezzle- 


ment was a result of a —— 


Nischwitz on — 
Theodore Nischwitz of Edwards- 
ville, representative of the interna- 
tional union, who took over the 
union’s affairs last Oct. 11, con- 
tinued today his testimony, begun 
yesterday, as to the money found 
by him in the union’s possession 
and turned over to him by the ac- 
cused officers.

Brought in by Hill in four cigar 
boxes, $11,719, some checks and 
money orders; brought in a black 
bag by Hulahan, 13 bundles of 
money amounting to $11,790, with 
$100 in checks; week-end collec- 
tions Oct. 10-11, $2508 cash; in box 
301, Lindell Trust Co. rented in 
Hill’s name, $39,700 and $5047 in 
checks; in bank vault, where Hill 
had left it five weeks before, $2116; 
in box 104, rented by the union, 
$933 cash and $31,002 in checks; in 
box 78, rented by union, $19,039 
cash and $7380 in checks. 


Many Salary Checks.

WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP). 
~The House Ways and Means 
Committee unanimously approved 
today legislation to increase the 
Federal debt limit from 65 billion 
dollars to the record-breaking total 
of 125 billion dollars. 

The action came quickly after 


fied that the Treasury expects to 
run out of borrowing power before 
the' end of next month and had 
expressed strong opposition to any 
forced savings plan at this time 
to obtain revenue. 

Roosevelt Signs Bill. 

An outstanding example of the 
increased war cost—the $32,762,- 
737,900 appropriations bill, the larg- 
est in history—was signed today 
by President Roosevelt. It pro- 
vides vast additional funds for the 
Army, lease-lend aid and the Mari- 
time Commission. 

The new allotments brought to 
more than 142 billion the total ap- 
propriated thus far for defense and 
war during the years 1941, 42 and 
43. 


Included was close to 23 billion 
for the army, with a clause at- 
tached permitting diversion of ap- 
proximately half of the materiel 
that amount’ will provide to the 
Allies in the form of lease-lend aid. 

In addition there was $1,500,000,- 
000 in direct appropriations plus 
$2,350,000,000 in contract authori- 
zations for the Maritime Commis-

“It is hoped to announce the 
personnel of the mission shortly.

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TOKYO GIVES NEW

‘Special Flotilla’ 
That Never Came Back 
Made Night Raid Dec. 7, 


TOKYO (From Japanese Broad- 
casts), March 6 (AP).—Imperial 
headquarters declared today that a 
“special attack flotilla” of the 
Japanese fleet delivered a sea- 
borne-attack on Pearl Harbor on 
the night of Dec. 7, more than 13 
hours after the original assault by 
air, sinking a battleship of the 
Arizona class. 

This assertion came in after- 
death citation and promotion for 
nine officers of the flotilla which 
never came back — presumably 
blown up by its own hands or 
sunk by the defenders. 

(AL official United States ac- 
counts of the Pearl Harbor epi- 
sode have indicated that all dam- 
age, both afloat and ashore, was 
done in one swift co-ofdinated at- 
tack by planes and two-man sub- 
marines. 

Possibly Jap Propaganda. 

(The Japanese report of a night 
naval attack following the early 
morning air raid would be a nat- 
ural.line for propagandists to take 
in an attempt to cause confusion 
or create doubt as to the accuracy 
of accounts made public by the 
United States Government. 

(The Roberts commission report 
on the Pearl Harbor attack called 
it the work of planes from either 
three or four Japanese carriers 
with supporting surface craft and 
“a few small submarines,” three 
of which were accounted for. 

(One was sunk between 6:33 and 
6:45 a. m., off Pearl Harbor, an- 
other depth-bombed, rammed and 
sunk inside thé harbor between 
8:35 and 8:43 a. m., and a third 
which grounded in Kaneohe Bay 
and was captured. The third was 
found to be a two-man craft of 
short range and with an explosive 
charge built into its nose so that 
it could be used as a torpedo itself. 

Torpedo Net Closed at Night. 

(On the question of the subma- 
rines’ action, the Roberts report 
sumarized: “There is no evidence 
of any damage by torpedoes fired 
by these submarines.”

BANDOENG, March 6. — 
Dutch and Allied defense 
_.|forces have evacuated Batavia, 
once-proud capital of the Neth- 
erlands’ East Indies empire, it 
was announced today, while 
the Japanese invaders occupied 
the northwestern part of Java 
and all but cut the island in 
half by capturing Jogjakarta 
far to the east. 


The outnumbered and weary de- 
fenders were withdrawn from Ba- 
tavia, a delayed communique of 
the high .command reported, so 
that they could consolidate their 
thinning ranks in more favorable 
positions for the battle of Western 


superiority and mastership of 
air,” said the high command, “our 
troops are exposed continuously to 
such violent bombardment that 
they have been unable to rest for 
many days and now are gradually 
becoming overtired. 

“This makes the situation seri- 
ous, but not hopeless,” it added. 

Destruction at Soerabaja. 

Certain installations at Soera- 
baja, in the eastern part of Java, 
site of the only important 
naval base remaining to the Unit- 
ed Nations in the Southwest Pa- 
cific, have been demolished, Aneta, 
Dutch news agency, reported in a 
dispatch dated March 2 and de- 
layed until today. 

The explosions, which shook resi- 
dences and office buildings 
throughout the city between 7 and 

10 a, m., followed Sunday’s Japa- 
nese landings on the Java coast 
near Rembang, northwest of Soera- 
baja. Since then the Japanese 
have advanced at least tq Bodja- 
negara, 50 miles west of Soerabaja. 

(The demolition suggests that 
naval facilities were destroyed at 
Soerabaja which could accommo- 
date ships as large as heavy cruis- 
ers.) 

The Japanese-captured city of 
Jogjakarta, with a population of 
about 130,000 Indonesians and 6000 
Europeans, lies in middle Java less 
than 15 miles from the island’s 
south coast. 

It and Batavia were but two of 
the places which the communique 
conceded were lost to the foe. 

On the credit side, however, was 
report that a point previously 
lost to the Japanese had been re- 
gained by a Dutch attack today.

James Parker Struck Five 
Times, Wife Once in 
Shooting on Rooming 
House Porch—Man Gives 
Up to Police. | 


James Parker died today ‘in City 
Hospital of bullet wounds inflicted 
last night by John C. Garrett, a 
former admirer of Parker’s wife, 


Mrs. Essie Parker, who also was 
shot. The shooting occurred on 
the porch of the rooming house at 
4406 Washington boulevard, where 
the Parkers lived. 


Parker, a collector, 29 years old, 
and his wife, 23, had been married 
three months. The shooting fol- 
lowed Garrett’s futile attempt to 
persuade her to leave her hus- 
band, according to police. 

Garrett, a welder, surrendered 
to police a block from the house, 
saying: “Here I am; I did it.” He 
lives at 3708 Hartford street. 
Parker was shot five times, 
twice in the neck and three times 
in the chest and abdomen.

Parker was shot once in the right 
shoulder, the bullet breaking the 
bone. She is at City Hospital. 
Garrett, held at the Newstead 
Police Station has signed a state- 
ment in which he says he kept 
company with Mrs. Parker for 
eight years, until Dec. 31, 1941, 
when she married Parker. 
Garrett, who said he was trying 
to get the matter “straightened 
out,” joined Parker yesterday af- 
ternoon as the latter made his 
rounds as a collector for a chain of 
sandwich shops.

Views on Flood Control. 

“Flood control,” said the com- 
mittee, “is vitally important to 
national defense. A very grave set- 
back conceivably might ensue 
from the overflow of railroad and 
highways, the suspension of water 
transportation owing to flood con- 
ditions, the inundation of indus- 
trial plants engaged in the pro- 
duction of munitions, or the inun- 
dation of approaches used by 
workers in industrial establish- 
ments.

WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP).— 
Drafting of legislation designed to 
bring American small business into 
war production wherever possible 
and assist it was com- 
pleted today by a Senate banking 
sub-committee and approved by 


the WPB a special deputy charged 
with the full responsibility for the 
relationship of small business to 
the war production effort. He 
would be accountable only to Nel- 
son, 

The bill also would establish a 
$100,000,000 Treasury - financed 
Smaller War Plants Corporation to 
help small businesses convert to 
war production and to negotiate 
contracts with them directly. 

Nelson would head this corpora- 
tion, and in addition to the special 
smal] business deputy, he would 
appoint three other corporation di- 
rectors. 

The bill, originally proposed by 

Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, of the Senate Small Business 
Committee and other committee- 
men, was amended by the banking 
subcommittee to guard against 
any division of Nelson’s Authority 
as chief of war production. 

Nelson had tald the commitee 
that he was afraid the bill as 
originally drawn might, by creat- 
ing a special division of small 
business under the WPB, divide his 
authority and “unfortunately inter~ 
fere” with war production. The 
committeewas advised that the re- 
visions made the measure accept- 
able to Nelson. 

The Nelson-headed corporation 
would be empowered to lend mon- 
ey and furnish facilities any way 
it saw fit to small manufacturing 
concerns and also would be en- 
dowed with the power of con 
tractor.

Youth Sentenced to Prison for 
Rifling Church Poor Boxes 
NEW YORK, March 6 (AP).— 
A 10-year career of robbery, burg- 
jlary and bumming across the na- 
tion was halted today when An- 
thony Zukas, 21 years old was sen-

TOM MONEY DES 
3 YEARS AFTER 
GAINING FREEDOM 


Former California Labor 
Leader Succumbs at 58 
After © Operation for 
Stomach Ulcer. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 6 (AP) 
—Tom Mooney, labor leader who 
served 22 years in prison for the 
1916 San Francisco preparedness 
parade bombing, died from a stom- 
ach ulcer in St. Luke’s Hospital 
here early today. He was 58 years 
old. 

Mooney, who was released in 
1939 from San Quentin prison, un- 
derwent his fourth major abdom- 
inal operation last Monday. He 
was thought yesterday to be recov- 
ering, but at 1:20 a. m. today he 
lapsed into unconsciousness, He 


‘| died at 2:25 a.m. His sister, Anna, 


and his brother, John, were at the 
bedside. 

Mooney and Warren K. Billings 
were convicted of first and second 


degree murder, respectively, in the 
Market. street bombing which 
killed 10 persons and injured 40. 

President Wilson intervened and 
Mooney’s death sentence was com- 
muted to life imprisonment, the 
same sentence Billings had _ re- 
ceived. 

Throughout” the years Mooney 
fought for freedom, contending he 
was “framed” by perjured testi- 
mony because of his activities as a 
labor organizer. 

Labor and other groups clamored 
for his freedom and his case went 
before the United States Supreme 
Court four times. He was par- 
doned Jan. 7, 1989, by California’s 
new Democratic Governor, Culbert 
L. Olson. 

In his 22 years behind San Quen- 
tin walls, Mooney’s cause was 
championed by militant labor 
throughout the world. He became 
a political issue, the subject of leg- 
islative debate and the center of 
congressional investigations. 

Arrest for Bombing. 

On July 22, 1916, a homemade 
bomb burst behind a line of 
spectators as Spanish - American 
War veterans marched along Mar- 
ket street in the preparedness day 
parade. 

Within five days Mooney, his 
wife, Billings, Israel] Weinberg, a 
jitney bus driver, and Edward F. 
Nolan, labor agitator, were arrest- 
ed, all on murder charges. They 
were tried separately, except No- 
lan, who was not brought to trial. 

Billings, then only 22, was con- 
victed, but because of his youth 
was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. Mooney was convicted and 
sentenced to death. His wife and 
Weinberg were acquitted. 

Labor throughout the world took 
up Mooney’s case. Demonstrations 
bordered on riots in Russia, al- 
ready in the throes of revolution. 

President Wilson appealed for 
clemency in the interest of inter- 


United States Supreme Court re- 
fused to act, Gov. W. O. Stephens 
commuted the death sentence to 
life imprisonment. 

Mooney’s Fight for Freedom. 

Mooney then began a fight for 
exoneration and freedom. He ap- 
pealed to every court within legal 
reach, to five Governors, to the 
Legislature, to Congress, repeated- 
ly to the highest court in the land. 
Invariably the answere was “no.” 

But Mooney never gave up hope. 
He rejected all suggestions that 
he apply for a parole, and broke 
with Billings when the latter 
sought a parole as the only means 
of freedom. Mooney felt that to 
request a parole would be an ad- 
mission of guilt. .

|New Major Plan — to » Link - 
Heart of City With Highway Systen 


at 8 Important Intersections Included — | 
in Proposal, 


A new major street plan for the 
city of St. Louis has been draft- 


by-a committee of the City 
an Commigsion, including a pro- 
posed inter-regiona] highway sys- 
tem to connect the heart of the 
downtown district with fast, cross- 
country highways. The present 
major street plan, now largely a 
reality, is 25 years old. 
Under the new plan, worked out 
by the Streets and Traffic Commit- 


modernized and enlarged. It would 
provide for a 10-lane highway 
stretching north from Third street 
in the downtown district, along the 
Mississippi River, to join eventu- 
ally with U. S. Highway 40, south 
of Wentzville, Mo., and stretchin 
south from Third street to wind 
southwest and connect with U. S. 
Highway 66, Detailed routes have 
not been proposed. 

Harland Bartholomew, engineer 
of the commission and a member of 
the seven-man Inter-Regional High- 
way Committee named by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to submit a nation- 
al plan of inter-regional highways, 
explained to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that such super-roads are 
designed to connect the interiors 
of cities with the nation’s vast 
system of highways. St. — 
like many other large cities, has 
inadequate “feed lines” for carry- 
ing traffic quickly into the main 
highway lines, he pointed out. 


The reguitant traffic congestion 
is complicated further by heavy 
truck movements, with hundreds 
of interstate trucks moving through 
the city to reach the national high- 
ways, Bartholomew continued. The 
new inter-regional arteries, if built, 
would have very few street con- 
nections within the city limits, 
thus discouraging heavy local traf- 
fic, he added. 

The new major street plan also 
calls for eventual extension of the 
approach to the proposed Cass ave- 
nue bridge over the Mississippi 
westward along Mullanphy street 
to Eighteenth street, creating a 
double-deck thoroughfare on this 
part of Mullanphy, and an elevated 
roadway, encircling the downtown

“This double-decker quadrangle,” 
Bartholomew said, “would enable 
drivers to get into the inate 

trict quickly, or, conversely, to 
swing up a by-pass from the down- 
town area and turn into either of 
the inter-regional highways radiat- 
ing north and south from Third 
street.”

that is, the “heavy traffic street” 
would go under the other inter- 
secting thoroughfare. 

The proposed new master plan sets 
up five classifications of thorough- 
fares, the 10-lane inter-regional 
highway, of which the only ones 

rovided are the riverfront ar- 
eries; superhighways, of eight 
lanes, major streets of six and 
eight lanes; secondary streets of 
four lanes, and minor streets. 

The plan calls for comparatively 
little widening of minor streets, or 
so-called secondary streets, into 
major six and eight-lane avenues 
in the next quarter-century. 

“We won't see much widening of 
streets in the years to come,” Bar- 
tholomew propesied. “TI believe, in- 
stead, that we'll see development 
of greater mass transportation fa- 
cilities and that’s what we had in 
mind in: drafting the new plan. 
Rather than widen many streets 
for the convenience of individual 
drivers, we are looking ahead to 
long-range street patterns that will 
lend themselves to additional bus 
lines and other modes of mags 
transportation, 

“It’s a realistic, practical plan, 
based on future economic condi- 
tions, and not an idle dream of 
many great superhighways leading 
to the county, built at the expense 
of city property owners who would 
get very limited, use of them.”

GEN, COHEN, FORMER CHINESE 
ARMY CHIEF, REPORTED SHOT 


Ex-Resident of Canada, Who Led 
Nationalist Forces, Executed by 
Japs, Winnipeg Paper Says. 

WINNIPEG, March 6 (AP).— 
The Winnipeg Tribune says that 
Gen. Morris A. Cohen, 50 years old, 
once commander in chief of the 
Chinese Nationalist Army and for- 
mer resident of Winnipeg, had 
been captured and shot by the 
Japanese.' No details are given. 

Born in London’g East End, 
Cohen came to Winnipeg at the 
age of 15, and became well 
known in Jewish and Chinese cir- 
cles. Later he conducted a real 
estate business in Edmonton and 
took an active part in organizing 
the Chinese: Nationalist League. 
In 1922 ‘he wént: to Canton, China, 
where he became associated with 
Dr. ‘Sun* Yat-sen, founder of the 
Chinese republic. 

In Canton he. won the title of 
“Two-Gun” , Cohen by throwing 
two coins in the air, drawing two 
pistols and hitting both coins si- 
multaneously. He was hired as 
Dr. Sun’s bodyguard. 

Eventually, the Tribune says, he 
became commander in chief.of the 
Nationalist army.

DEFENSE BOND SALES 
$8,028,800 IN WEEK 


Total in Area So Far $195,- 
746,875, Federal Re- 
serve Bank Reports. 


Defense savings bonds with an 
aggregate maturity value of $8,028,- 
850 were sold by the St. Louis Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank and its issuing 
agents in the Eighth Federal Re- 
serve District in the week ended 
yesterday, the bank reported today. 

This brought the total since last 
May 1, when the bonds first were 
offered, to $195,746,875, The Eighth 
District includes St. Louis and 
most of the rest of Missouri, all of 
Arkansas and parts of five other 
nearby states. 

In addition, in the week ended 
Wednesday, the St. Louis post- 
office sold bonds with an aggre- 
gate maturity value of $354,225, in- 
creasing the total®to $11,252,149. 
Sale of savings stamps by the post- 
office in the week amounted to 
$100,375, making the total $1,347,- 
826. 

At Jefferson Barracks the per- 
sonnel bought more than $20,000 
of bonds and stamps since May 1, 
it was announced today. Stimu- 
lated by the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor, bond purchases in December 
totaled $2568, more than three 
times the total of $712 in Novem- 
ber. Purchases in January totaled 
$5137, double the December total. 
Sale of stamps increased from $276 
in December to $1804 in January.

By a teller vote of 128 to 65, the 
members tentatively voted to make 
the cut after Chairman Cannon 
(Dem.), Missouri, of the House Ap- 
propriations Commitee labeled the 
item as “non-defense.” 

Cannon recalled that he had op- 
posed the reduction, sponsored by 
Representative Dirksen (Rep.), Il- 
linois, yesterday but had changed 
his mind subsequently. Previous- | 
ly, the members tentatively had | 
adopted amendments making other 
reductions totaling $600,000 in the 
$695,000,000 bill. 

Leaders of two organizations 
clainiing a combined membership 
of half a million farm families 
rallied to the defense of the Farm 
Security: Administration, under 
congressional attack. 

Wires in FSA Defense. 

Asserting that FSA's work was 
“an absolute necessity” for in- 
creased food production, James G. 
Patton, president of the National 
Farmers’ Union, and M. W. Thatch- 
er, president of the National Fed- 
eration of Grain Co-Operatives, de- 
Clared in telegrams to every Rep- 
resentative: 

“Any attempt to eliminate aid 
most essential to America’s family- 
type farmers through’the FSA will 
help the land hogs and prosperous 
absentee farmers, but also will help 
Hitler and bring ill will upon all 
agriculture when supplies run 
short.” 

The Patton-Thatcher statement 
followed an option by Lindsay 
Warren, comptroller general, that 
the FSA lacked authority to lend 
funds to non-profit corporations 
organized to finance the purchase 
of land for settlement of farmers 
displaced by the war program. 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, in sending the $695,000,000 
measure to the floor, wrote in a 
clause to prevent the FSA from 
making similar loans in the future. 
Administrator C, B. Baldwin said 
today that the FSA would abide 
by Warren’s ruling. 

FSA. officialg said that loans al- 
ready made totaled between 10 mil- 
lion and 12 million dollars. Cor- 
porations receiving the loans were 
organized by FSA employes, 

Baldwin said the ruling means 
that the FSA “can not continue to 
help farm families displaced from 
their homes by war necessities’ to 
obtain other farms on which to 
live and continue their operations.” 

Texas-Arkansas Inquiry. 

In another development with a 
farm angle, Ellis (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, described a House military 
subcommittee’s investigation of 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion lines in Texas and Arkansas 
as a “star chamber session” but 
the characterization was with- 
drawn after Chairman May (Dem.), 
Kentucky, of the full Military Com- 
mittee demanded on the floor that 
Ellis’ words “be taken down” — a 
preliminary toward expunging 
them from the record.

The moral to be drawn is, I sub- 
mit, that Mr. Roosevelt's most ur- 
gent task ,is to renovate his admin- 
istration by rejuvenating it.

AST damage which the Royal 
Air Force claimed it had in- 
flicted on German war indus- 
tries in the Paris area Tuesday 
night has been confirmed by pho- 
tographs taken by a daring British 
air scout, the Air Ministry reported 
today. — 


Fires still were burning in some 
sections of the great Renault mo- 
tor works when the scout, dodging 
German fighter defenses, swooped 
low over the bombed area in broad 
daylight, the ministry said. 
The photographs. showed vital 
sectors of the plant had been “bad- 
ly knocked about” and that dam- 
age was “evenly distributed over 
the whole area of the works,” said 
a statement. 

“The only two sections which 
seem to have escaped crippling 
damage,” the ministry said, “are 
the tire manufacturing shop, which 
was not in the target area, and 
the Diesel engine assembly shop at 
the extreme tip of the island.”

Power Station Hit. 


The power station, the ministry 
asserted, “shows a heavily dam- 
aged roof, and it is probable that 
the interior of the building has 
suffered extensively.” ‘ 

“The northeast part of one of 
the tank assembling shops appears 
to be almost entirely destroyed 
by fire,” the statement added, “and 
when the original photographs are 
closely examined wrecked tanks 
can be seen inside the building 
through a hole caused by a direct 
hit.

U. S. Jeeps Prove 


Worth in Field 


With British Army in Burma War

MANDALAY, March 6. 

HE first big test under war- 
1 time conditions of the Ameri- 

can <Army’s piano-box on 
wheels, the four-by-four jeep, has 
occurred and is still occurring in 
Burma, and the jeep has already 
won the high regard of both our 
British and Chinese allies. De- 
livered to Rangoon for shipment 
to China, these little jack-of-all- 
trades cars have done a huge 
variety of emergency jobs. They 
have played a most valuable role 
in the evacuation of Rangoon. 

Our army scout cars piled up 
on the Rangoon docks much faster 
than the Chinese could provide 
drivers to move then into China, 
so several hundred were turned 
over to the British forces - here 
where there are plenty of uses for 
them, With their four-wheeled 
drive, the jeeps can bounce over 
the roughest rice paddies and 
plunge across irrigation ditches, 
making them ideal for liaison 
work behind the front. They are 
equally useful for night road-pa- 
trols since they can carry four 
armed men and:one machine gun. 
The jeeps can also be hooked to 
smashed planes to tow them off 
a field with far greater ease than 
can cumbersome trucks. In a few 
weeks, in fact, the jeeps have be- 
come famous from one end of 
Burma to the other. 

Driven Out to Lashio. 

When Rangoon had been evac- 
uated, there were still hundreds of 
jeeps, newly assembled, which 
would be a great loss to leave be- 
hind. The Chinese authorities as- 
signed a jeep to anyone who would 
agree to deliver it to Lashio. So 
the roads from Prome to Mandalay 
soon were dotted with the cars, 
rolling merrily along at 40 to 45 
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miles an hour, When they encoun- 
tered trucks nose-down in ditches, 
the jeeps could pull them out in a 
jiffy. Many three-ton lorries were 
saved in this fashion.

HE instant I took my seat all hands fell to with a will, not to 
mention speed. I took up my chopsticks and followed suit. In 
the Japanese fashion, I smoothed the way for my rice with gulps 
This I supplemented with an occasional bite of daikon and 


‘sugared beans. I made a few tentative picks at my octopus, but 
every time I did those baleful eyes discouraged me. 


I had just made a good start on 
the meal when I felt, or rather 
sensed, a silence. I glanced up, 
to find that all hands had finished 
and were apparently waiting for 
me. I hastily laid down my chop- 
sticks. Immediately an officer 
arose and launched into a talk on 
a technical military subject. I 
soon learned that this was stand- 
ard procedure. Of the hour re- 
served for lunch only a few min- 
utes were devoted to eating; the 
rest of the time to military educa- 
tion. 


At this time the regiment was 
having its “dog days’ training.” Al- 
though it was intensely hot, train- 
ing was purposely intensified in 
order to accustom the men to 
great exertion in extreme heat. 
During the hottest part of the day 
a strenuous and lengthy bayonet 
practice was held. The officers 
were not exempt; from 11 to 12 
they fenced with the Japanese 
two-handed sword. 


Since each Japanese officer owns 


a fencing outfit, I equipped myself 
and joined in the daily workout. 
When my opponents got over their 
initial polteness I began to get 
some bad beatings. After a few 
days of taking stiff raps on the 
bare elbow I grew wary—I began 
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avoiding the young and agile lieu- 
tenants and captains. 


Strenuous “Holiday.” 


I soon discovered that our con- 
ception of a holiday as a day of 
rest was not shared by the Japa- 
nese Army. The festivities started 
with a 3 a. m. reveille. After break- 
fast, the men filed into the or- 
derly room, a section at a time, and 
bowed low before the pictures of 
their comrades who had been 
killed in action. 

Following this ceremony, the 
Second Company marched to a 
shrine of the regiment’s war dead 
on Mukoyama (Yonder Mountain). 
Here, after fitting obeissance, a 
bayonet tournament was held in 
commemoration of the bayonet 
assault that had carried Banryu 
Hill. The tournament ended short- 
ly and back we marched to bar- 
racks. There the supply sergeant 
produced sake and a species of 
dried flounder, which we downed 
with a will.

It suggests that an 
observer be present while the. samples are treated 
and that he follow them to the laboratory, or, better 
still, that they be treated on the campus. And it 
would want some knowledge of the substance used 
to treat the coal. 

This brings up the chief bone of contention in this 
eontroversy: the disclosufe of Mr, Storm’s formula. 
Prof. Lindgren does not ask for the exact formula. 
He explains that the university’s condition does not 
necessarily mean a quantitative analysis, “but we 
should know if this substancé is readily available, 
if there is a possibility that it vary in composition, 
or if there is any danger in its use from either 
handling of burning.” 

In other words, there is no insistence on the dis- 
closure of a secret which Mr. Storm is unwilling to 
trust even to the United States Patent Office. But 
while respecting his attitude in this rezpect, there is 
a demand for such knowledge as is essential for a 
realistic report to the people of St. Louis. | 

The Post-Dispatch said last Saturday that “there 
is one and only one cleafi-cut issue before the people 
of St. Louis: Is there or is there not available at this 
time a smokeless fuel which is chéaper than those 
now on the market?” 

We said that such claims had been made for the 
Storm product and that they had developed into “a 
plain case of ‘put up or shut up.’” And we asked 
whether Mr. Storm was willing to “take his pro- 
duet to the University of Mlinois ... and get from 
it a certificate, under the university’s seal, that his 
fuel complies with the law and, further, satisfactory 
assurance that there is a practical way for St. Louis 
to be sure at all times that the product will be ‘as 
advertised.’ ” 

The university now declares itself ready to make 
such a te#t under fair and reasonable conditions— 
conditions fair to both Mr. Storm and the consumers 
of St. Louis. The community has long listened to 
his arguments. Here is a fair chance to prove them. 

Since, in a sense, Mr. Storm has even more to gain 
in the way of profits than the consumers of this city 
in the way of fuel economies, we trust that he will 
take advantage of this opportunity. It is not only 
a challénge to put up or shut up. It also is Mr. 
Storm’s big chance. 
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SOCIOLOGICAL RESEARCH ON BATAAN. 

Providing a suitable welcome for the Japanese on 
Bataan does not take up all the energies of the 
amazing MacArthur and his remarkable men. In ad- 
dition to this duty, they have found time to set up 
a sort of Bureau of Vital Statistics for captured 
prisoners, ahd yesterday some of the information 
from its files Was released. They disclosed that the 
average captive weighs about 126 pounds, is not 
quite 24 years old, never got through high school, 
bas been in the Army 18 months and previously was 
a farmer boy. 

Later on, no doubt, we shall get fuller details 
about the prisoners’ home life, marital problems, 
favorite breakfast food and how they voted in the 
last election, if any. 

Is it possible that MacArthur’s men haven’t enough 
to do? Of course, they have been freed by act of 
Congress from the necessity of filing income tax 
returns by March 15, but it doesn’t seem conceivable 
that they have time to make social-service case 
studies of their prisoners, who must be pretty numer- 
ous by this time, Yet there is the record of not only 
holding that line but actually making successful at- 
tacks on the Japs and sinking loaded transports 
on the side, and there is the file of sociological

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_ RUBBERLESS YEARS AHEAD. 

Of the 30,000,000 automobiles on the streets and 
highways of the United States today, no more than 
5,000,000 will be running when tires now on the 
tim are worn out. Five out of every six cars will go 
up on jacks for the duration. Perhaps more, because 
| tires may be taken from’some present users to have 
them available later for police, firemen and doctors. 

Such is the story that Leon Henderson yesterday 
told the Truman committee, partly to counteract the 
optimistic statements that have been coming from 
| Secretary of Commerce Jesse Jones. Mr. Jones has 
been talking blithely about 400,000 tons of synthetic 
j rubber a year, but Henderson said it would be a 
miracle if we got 300,000 tons in 1943. War de- 
mand will run close to 800,000 tons in each of the 
next three years, yet he calculates that at the end 
of 1944 there will be new stocks of only about 65,000 
tons for 1946, ' 

With the ‘automobile woven almost inextricably 
into our working and our living, the social transe- 
formation implicit in these figures appalled even the 
audacious Hehderson. Yet he warned us that it will 
be impossible to set aside a single pound of rubber 
for civilian usee—not even for recapping. 

What's to be done about this is at the moment 
beyond imagining. There might be the miraculous 
invention of a substitute, but all those so far sug- 
gested require materials almost as scarce as rubber, 
Henderson said. Rationing of gasoline to reduce 
pleasure‘ driving seems to be @ certainty for the 
fear future, And there should be drastic reductions 
in speed limits to cohserve both gasoline and rubber.

Former President Predicts 
Allied Victory — It Is 
Assumed He Will. Run 
Again in 1943. 


_ BUENOS AIRES, March 6 (AP). 
—Gen, Augustin P. Justo, a Pan- 
American “good neighbor” while 
he was President in 1932-38, pre- 
dicted victory for the United Na- 
tions yesterday and warned Arger- 
tina against isolating itself from 
the other American republics. It 
is assumed that he would seek to 
regain the presidency in the 1943 
elections. 4 

_He made his statement in an in- 
terview published in the weekly 
Argentina Libre while the results 
from last Sunday’s congressional 
élections were showing victories 
for “break-with-the-Axis” elements, 
These are Socialists and Radicals 
opposed to Acting President Ra- 
mon S. Castillo and his “policy of 
prudence” and avoidance of acts 
of “pre-belligerency.” 

Gen. Justo was succeeded in the 
presidency by Roberto Ortiz, who 
became ill while in office and was 
replaced by Castillo. 

Castillo has made no move to 
break diplomatic relations with 
Germany, Japan and Italy, but a 
resolution to expel the Axis envoys 
will be introduced in the Chamber 
of Deputies when the next Con- 
gress meets in May with a House 
probably aligned against Castillo’s 
isolationism and the retained Sen- 
ate on his side.

the U-boat pack at large off the 
South American coast.in the Car- 
ribean ventured to fire on Aruba. 
this second approach toward the 
Lago Oil Co.’s vast refinery and 
100-octane aviation gas farm—on 
Feb. 19—was beaten off by the 
Dutch and American forces with 
effective use of star shells and 
depth bombs. 

I have almost lost track of the 
number of times I have flown 
with army bombers in response 
to alarms, reported targets in the 
Caribbean and off the coast of 
Venezuela, on convoy duty. and on 
observation patrol: Yet in more 
than 8000 miles of such flying I 
have seen enough of our young 
bombing pilots to have great ad- 


ing skill. Driving themselves re- 
lentlessly they are proving to their 
senior commanding officer, Lieut. 
Gen. Frank M. Andrews, himself 
an air corps veteran, that they 
have got what it takes. 

It would take many columns ad- 
eguately to describe all that these 
American bomber crews, averaging 
24 years of age, have undergone 
since they began their submarine 
combat here. They have been aloft 
day and night, often returning to. 
their airfield only long enough to 
refue] their planes and snatch a 
handful of food. They have fore- 
gone relaxation and liberty for a 
chance at getting another crack 
at the submarine invaders. They 
have sat up half the night plan- 
ning and plotting ways to outguess 
- U-boat strategy. 

In all the eight days I have 
been living with these bomber 
crews I have heard only one sub- 
ject of conversation—submarine 
hunting and bomber planes. At 
metals, when we all stand in line 
to help ourselves, the talk is still 
on the same subject. When we 
wash our dishes, or sit outside 
the control room’ waiting for re- 
ports from ships in the air, or 
chat in the blackout over a final 
cigarette, it is the same—where are 
those U-boats. hiding out and how 
can we catch them.

THE SIMPLE SQUARE KNOT 


T is essential for anyone who 

wishes. to render first aid to 

know how to tie a square knot. 
Directions are to be found in every 
handbook. 


Hold one end of what is to be 


tied in the left hand and the other 
end of what is to be tied in the 
right hand. First pass the end in 
the left hand over and under the 
end in the right hand. 

Now grasp the end that was in 
the left hand with the right hand 
and the end that was in the right 
hand with the left hahd and pull 
the ends tight. That being done, 
take the end that is now in the 
right hand, but which was in the 
left hand, and pass it over and un- 
der the end that is now in the left 
hand, but which was the right 
hand, Now grasp the end in the 
left hand with the right hand and 
the end in the right hand with the 
left hand and pull that tight. And 
there you have the square knot. 

That is, provided you have not, 
in trying to follow the directions, 
confused the end that was in the 
right d with the end that was 
in the left hand, or carried an end 
over that should have been car- 
ried under, or carried an end under 
that should have been ocarried 
over, or have not shifted the end 
held by the right hand into the 
left hand, or the end held by the 
left hand into the right hand. 

How ig that? You can't follow 
what has been said?

how on earth can you expect to 
proceed to tourniquets and other 
things, when you are baffled at 
the outset by something so very 
simple and fundamental! as a 
square knot?

RANKLIN at first had ho 
F thought of independence, He 

desired only to unite the colo- 
nies in local affairs within the 
larger frame of imperiol govern- 
ment. His vision for the future 
included both sides of the At- 
lantic. If America depended 
on Great Britain, . so did 
Great Britain depend on America. 
Together they might, he wrote a 
little later, set up “the greatest 
political structure human wisdom 
ever yet erected.” 

For 18 years before 1775 Frank- 
lin spent most of his time in Lon- 
Gon as agent of various colonies 
and, in effect, Ambassador, from 
America. Firmly holding out for 
justice to his native country, he 
was also faithful to his imperial 
vision. Justice to America, he 
knew, was in the long run &@ neces- 
sity for the whole empire. What 
he proposed was substantially 
what was long afterwards to be 
‘the basic principle of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, But 
the reactionary George III and his 
obedient ministers were not 
prophets. Franklin’s plans were 
disregarded, and he was insulting- 
ly dismissed from office. 

During his voyage home the 
battles of Lexington and Concord 
took place and the coloniés flared 
into rebellion. This was some- 
thing, Frankim had feared and 
had done his best to prevent. He 
might, like most former crown 
officers in ‘America, have sided 
with the King. He might have 
stubbornly persisted in his plans 
for reconciliation.

70, have withdrawn from the con- 
flict-and returned to the scientific 
studies, which had made him fa- 
mous. Instead, he took his seat in 
the Continental Congress, the old- 
est man in it, and thereafter gave 
his massive ehergies to the defense 
of America and to American in- 
dependence. 

The only member of the Con- 
gress who had a large Buropean 
reputation, Franklin was sént to 
Paris to try to win France as an 
ally. There his triumph was due 
perhaps less to what he did than 
to what he was. For to the French, 
as to all the rest of Europe outside 
of England, he was not merely a 
shrewd diplomat working against 
many odds. He was a great sage, 
wise and good and smiling, who 
spoke for the new nation of Amert- 
cans because he was so completely 
one of them while being a citizen 
of the world. If America could 
produce a great philosopher, it was 
not, as it was represented by its 
enemies, a noisy rabble in a wild-' 
erness. 

Franklin. with his outward ease 
and grace, Washington with his 
unmistakable gravity and fortitude 
in America; these were, without 
question, the two masters of the 
Revolution, each of them with the 
qualities supremely needed in his 
place. What they had in common 
was the deép stamina which for 
eight years kept them from giving 
up a cause that often looked hope-

less. Probably every day of the 
war Washington wished he were 
back on his farm, Franklin that 
he were back at his experiments, 
Each of them for the'sake of his 
country turned away from 
what he liked and valued most in 
private life. But there they stood, 
throughout the long struggle, like 
the towers or temiples of an un- 
shakable faith. 

x « 

HEN Franklin at 80 left Paris 
Weer América, he looked for⸗ 

ward to a philosopher’s retire- 
ment. But almost at once he 
was elected president (governor) 
of Pennsylvania, and he . was 
inevitably a delegate to the 
Federal convention which 
formed the Constitution of the 
United States. His temperate 
wisdom kept the convention from 
breaking up into antagonistic par- 
ties. The finished Constitution 
was not altogether what he wished 
it to be, but without him there 
might have been no Constitution at 
all. 

Too old and feeble to be con- 
sidered for first President, Frank- 
lin lived only long enough to see 
the first few months of the new 
government he had done so much 
to bring into existence and to 
shape. Then, like Moses on 
Pisgah, he looked into the prom- 
i land which his people were 
to enter and enjoy. In one of his 
last letters he summed up what 


ever associated with it. He of- 
ganized the United States postal 
service and instituted the dead 
letter office. 
ee ae 

HINGS not so well known are 

that he was the first notable 

American athlete, published the 
first foreign newspaper in 
America, planned the first Ameér- 
ican magazine, made the original 
observations out of which the 
weather bureau developed. He 
drew and printed the first Amer- 
ican cartoon, invented a draft for 
fireplaces, and was a pioneer in 
the science of ventilation, was the 
first scholar to study the Gulf 
Stream, saw the first men go up 
in a free balloon and was first 
to prophesy that war might be 
made from the air, and received 
the first letter carried through the 
air, by balloon from London to 
Paris. The oldest of the great 
Americans of the Revolution, he 
saw furthest into the future. 

Among great American astates- 
men, Franklin is the only one who 
has a great name in science, the 
only one who wrote a book that 
belongs to world literature, the 
only one who was equally at home 
in America, England and France— 
at once intensely native and per- 
fectly cosmopolitan. 

Far from sinking out of sight as 
time passes, Franklin steadily 
emerges, like a mountain: which 
seemed no higher than others when 
we were close to them but which 
as we move away rises above them 
all, And yet there is nothing over- 
powering in Franklin's eminence, 
The more we learn about him, and 
the more We wonder at him, the 
more also we take a comfortable 
delight in hig serenity.and good 
humor and candor and charm, We 
are proud to belong to the nation 
that produced him. We honor his 
talents and achievements. But we 
feel that the man was more than 
his works, and that while his 
works have spread out into the 
broad stream of American life, the 
man has somehow managed to out- 
last them all, still himself, still a 
delightful friend as well as a 
mighty hero,

Declarer carefully cashed his 
other high diamond honor, then en- 
tered dummy with the diamond 
queen, to lead the established 
clubs. East was “coupéed”; if he 
ruffed in, declarer would overruff, 
draw the last trump, and cash 
good diamonds, His actual heart 
discarding was just as satisfactory 
to declarer, who discarded dia- 
monds and finally exited from 
dummy with ea heart. The A-9 of 
spades remained over the K-4 and 
gave declarer the last two tricks. 

West’s defense had been very 
shortsighted. The lead of the heart 
queen would have defeated the con- 
tract.
